Holland and Georgia. 


Holland is only about a fifth as large as Georgia 
but it feeds from its own soil a population twice as 
great. In their little, sea-buffeted kingdom, the Dutch 
produce all the grain and meat and vegetables they 
consume and besides export great quantities of beef 
and butter and cheese. In spite of threatening waves 
and marshy lands, they have built up a system of 
agriculture that makes their nation prosperous and 
admired throughout the world. 

Georgia, five times as large as Holland, and in- 
comparably more forturiate im natural gifts, spends 
one hundred and seventy-two million dollars a year in 
the purchase of food supplies from distant quarters. 
It is estimated that in 1912 we spent for meat, corn, 
oats, flour and other such necessaries over thirty- 
seven million dollars more than the total value of our 
cotton crop. We buy more than we sell; we are de- 
pendent for food upon other sections, although our 
soil is capable of producing practically everything 
needed for man's sustenance. 

Why this amazing difference between Holland and 
Georgia, the one beset with natural difficulties, the 
other basking in every natural favor? It is simply 
because the Dutch have made the utmost of every 
acre of their soil and have realized the supreme im- 
portance of food crops and food industries. They 
sow and cultivate and reap and market scientifically; 
they breed their cattle and manage their dairies sclen- 
tifically. They make every patch and every item 
count for full, definite values. They have added knowl- 
edge to thrift and system to industry. They make 
farming a business. 

Georgia’s natural resources are,such that she can 
continue to raise cotton and at the same time produce 
enough food to supply her home needs, thus leaving 
the proceeds of her chief money crop for a clear profit: 
More than that, sbe can, if she will, raise enough corn 
and live stock and vegetables to become an export 
State in these commodities. And when this is done, 
her wealth will rival that of the world’s thriftiest 
kingdoms. 

We have in this State an area of fifty-nine thou- 
sand, two hundred and sixty-five square miles, nine 
thousand more than England proper, forty-eight thou- 
sand more than Belgium, forty-four thousand more 
than Denmark, or Switzerland, an area half as large 
as Italy and a fourth as large as France. When wo 
remember that the richness and varied possibilities 


of this land are no less remarkable than its extent, 
we realize that Georgia’s natural resources are 


greater than those of many a prosperous nation. It 


only remains to turn these resources to due account, 
to make the soil really support its people and bring 
forth food harvests which, like those of little Holland, 
will not only supply home needs but also develop 
a rich export trade. 

‘There are many chering signs that Georgia is 
fast awakening to the tmportance of producing food 
supplies. Her corn crop this year will total seventy- 
two million bushels, a gain of twenty-five per cent 
over the crop for 1912. 

This record is peculiarly significant, for, an in- 
erease {n cultivation of corn evidences progress in 
every field of agricultural thought and endeavor. It 
means that scientific methods of farming are being 
applied and that the old tyranny of the one-crop idea 
is crumbling. 

Furthermore, as the production of corn and other 
grain increases, the way for cattle raising will be 
made sure. Much has been said of late concerning 
the opportunities for the live stock industry in Geor- 
gia and certainly ne other part of the country has 
greater natural advantages in this respect. But the 

development of the live stock industry requires first 
| of all the home production of cattle food supplies. 
The remarkable gain in thé corn crop is a very en: 
couraging circumstance in this regard.

Of all the follies, of all the numerous follies—and 
rascalities—that have attended our gréat enterprise of 
building a canal to connect the two oceans, among the 
chiefest is that subsidy that passes American ships in 
the coastwise trade through it free of toll. Not only 
is 1t Megal, but it is immoral—and it is more—it is 
improvident, which in the esteem of many is the chief- 
est sin,

From an economic standpoint how absurd it is to 
grant this subsidy that is Incorporated in the Under- 
wood tariff! If it is sound economy, then every flag 
should adopt it and will adopt it.

Old ladies are put into institutional homes, often, 
when it is the’duty and the blessing of The Family 
to keep them 

The children of the well-to-do, who ought to be 
growing up in daily contact with mother, father, broth- 
ers and sisters, are sent away to private schools. They 
may get expert training, but they miss that family 
life that is infinitely more valuable to them, and equal- 
ly as necessary to the parents. 

Babies will be taken care of by. hospitals, foundling 
asylums, and other charitable institutions, provided 
the mother will renounce all claim to her offspring.

Vil. THE RAIFFEISEN SYSTEM. 
B. FREDERIC J. HASKIN, 


In 1848 there was a season of distressing! 
times in Germany. ‘The heart of Frederick Wiles 
Raiffeisen being moved with pity for the poor of G. 
blenz, he organized a co-operative geclety for the din 
tribution of bread and potatoes among them. The 
following year he founded at Flammersfela a joan 
Soclety for the support of the unpovided farmers. ine 
members being rich philanturopists who sold cattus 
to unorganized farmers at easy mates. In 1862 he on 
ganized a third society at Anhausen, which wens 
step further, its membership being constitutes by the 
borrowing farmers themselves—and thus was dever 
oped a rural credit system that has carried ia. 
millions of farmers, and whose boast is that no 
ever lost a dollar in a Raiffeisen bank.

In launching his system of farmers’ banks Raif! 
feisen kept the moral aspect constantly before him 
He utilized to the full the one certainly intellig@t 
power then to be found in every farming district, fhe 
parish priest or pastor. With the help of the clemy, 
he touched in the peasint the golden chord of nefgh- 
borly affection and brotherly kindness, developing a 
new parochial Mfe argind the village bank. in ithis 
bank everything was limited and restricted exept 
Hability for the debts of the bank, and as to that 
every dollar of every member was pledged to make 
them good. The territory in which a bank could op- 
erate was restricted to that section where every mem- 
ber was the netghbor and business acquaintandh of 
every other membe?; in order that none «ut resppnsi 
ble “borrowers and men of good habits could betome 
members.

With his system based upon honesty and thrift 
Raiffeisen discovered a new source of credit—tte col- 
lective liability of a consideriable number of tonest 
and thrifty people. The subscribed capital of a Raif- 
feisen bank is only nominal—there was none at al 
until the governmerft passed a law requiring some 
such capital. Now a share is: often sold for as little 
as a dollar, and sometimes for as little as 2 cents, 
The loan capital of one of these banks ts made up 
largely of deposits made by peasants; who may de 
posit as little as a mark at a time, the smaller de 
Posits being aollected by penny stamp books, and af 
though the peasantry uses the Raiffeisen banks for 
the bulk of their savings, not a dollar has ever been 
lost through such deposits. In addition to this capital 
the local bank has an account with a central bank, from 
which it obtains credit at low rates, 


The Raiffeisen banks make simple loans, open cur 
rent accounts, and handle property transfers, though 
the bulk of their business 1s the handling of 
loans. Por these the security is either a pe 
pledge or a motgaze, the latter belne used when a man 
does not find it convenient to offer personal indorsers 
But in such cases the mortgage is used only in lic 
of personal indorsements, and is not made an ins 
ment for a long term loan as in the land morts 
banks. In all cases the bank Insists on knowing 1

The property transfer business of the Ralffels 
banks fs incidental and relatively unimportant. If an 
estate Is to be sold and subdivided, and a number o!

only kind of credit possible for the small agriculturist 
Indeed, the change wrought in many places is nothing 
short of a revolution. The expertence of the parest 
village bank may serve in illustration:
